JUDGE LOCHRANE ON IN FORMERS. 

Io our hurried review of yesterday, we 
did not as fuily as we desired, refer to 
the argument of Judgé Locbrane io the 
Macon Armory case, in the U.S. Dis- 
trict Court. 

The Judge commenced a review of po- 
sitions assumed by Mr. Stone, for the 
informer, and ieviewed the law quoted,.

logic and law. 

Tae Judge paid an elcquent tribute to 
the Goverument, and said he represented 
its power and prerogativa to pardon al! 


vffenders and offousee, and pro‘ested in 
manly invective against informers rais 
ing their voice for ibe paliry pittauce of 
private interest, tostop the machinery of 


policy of the nation. H»e commented on 

the laws of Enugiand aw t» the rights of 
informers, demoratrated ifs source, ori- 

gin and power, and showed (hat they 

had no vested interest agaiust the pro- 

perty to defeat the policy of the Govern- 

ment in its restoration until after judg- 
mentof record. Weecasnnot follow the 

Judge in bisa strong and overwhelmiug 
argument in this case, carrying Goivic- 

tion toevery mind by his copious and 

eicquent illustrations ofthe iaw, but we 
should like, had we space, to give his 

eloquent invectives against informers as 
acia’s. We willsay, however, that he 
dencunced them as being the meanest 
things that stood under the proteciion 

of the American fisg, and had a right to 
ciaim the protection of iis laws—that 
they breathed pestilence, dissension and 

discord among the people, infected the 
atmosphere of justice with their presence, 

festered the body politic with tieir siting, 

haiched here lo crawl over the loya'ty 

and allegiance of the people, etc. His 
words burned asd Obiistered as they 

touched, aud at the conclusion he poured 
a broadside iato the case which ssemed 
to be overwhelming. 


BLAOK OAK. 


A Mine of Wealth in Tennessee. 


From the Nashville Banner. } 

Oak bark is acknowledg:d one of the 
most valuable products of the vegetable 
world, on account of ita containing alarge 
per centage of tannin. To the tanner, 
oak bark is of inestimable worth, but to 
the dyeing and cslico-printing interest it. 
is of still higher importance, in conse- 
quence of possessing a culoring property 
extensively used all over this country 
and Europe. Asadye, oak bark is so'd 
injarge baif and quarter ton packages, 
or hogsheads, finely ground, aud kuown 
to the commerc.al world as ‘ quercit- 
ron.’”?’ Toe term ‘‘quercitron”’ is from 
quercus, an oak, and citrina lemon col!- 
ored; a name impoved by Dr. Eiward 
Binkroft,. The quercus tinctoria, black 
oak, or dyers’ oak, furnishes the colored 
dye. Itis found in silths States. The 
tree frequentiy attains the height of 70 
or 80 feet, and is one of the largest indi- 
viduals of the American forest, 

It is the bark of quercus tinctoria 
which holds this vVa.uavle dye, first 
brought to the notics of the seientific 
worid by the geatieman above men- 
tioned, who gave il the name “ quercit- 
ron.’’ The quercus tinctoria, or black 
oak, is found io large profusion through- 
out this State, and a source of as im-. 
mense wealth to Tennessee as her widely 
celebrated forests of red cedar. Speaking 
of the abundance of this bark of the 
black oak In our State, the Chicago or- 
gan of the bide and leather masufac- 
turers, The Hide and Leather Interest, 


of the 7th iust., says: 


Thies quercus tincforia, or black oak, 


inio the white race, and the fruits of the 


increased co.amercial and wealth-getting 
vitality will be as marked in the State of 
Tennessee as in any other portion of the 
Southern section ; we may be allowed to 
say will probably be mcre marked ; for 
as a Staterich in tanning resources, as 
well as in this special dye-stuff, she 
stands almost without’ an equal 
in the Union; and we know of no 
branches of industry 80 loudly called for 
by the present condition of the South 
aod the North as that of the preparation 
of tannin and quercitron for the dyer. 
Tennessee Can iurnish both of these ia- 
terests ali over the couatry.”’ 

There are 80 many uses to which this 
quercitron is applied, that they can 
scarcely be enumerated here. For all 
the textile fabrica composed of cotton 
and wool, the drees goods, shawls, carpet 
materiais, etc , fouodin the warehvuses 
of commerce all over the world, this dye 
is to a greater or lc#s extentin demand. 
I: is used in the print works and the car- 
pet factories of th.s country at the pres- 
ent time to en encormousextent. The 
exports of quercitron to Europe are large, 
Mach cf it goes to the contiaent, and 
certain quantity to Eagiand, It is tie 
cheapest yellow dye kuown, ard on this 
account its consumption is at 
great.
